REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1,7, 12, 17, and 18 among other things teach: 

Receiving a first uniform resource locator (URL) including a parameter string, 
where the parameter string includes one or more parameters and values associated 
with the one or more parameters; retrieving content corresponding to the first URL; 
retrieving content corresponding to a plurality of URLs including, respectively, 
different parameter combinations of the one or more parameters, where the one or 
more parameters are selected from the parameter string, where the parameter 
combinations include each combination of the one or more parameters; identifying 
the parameter combination from the plurality of URLs that corresponds to content 
that is approximately the same as the content corresponding to the first URL and 
that contains a minimum number of parameters compared to other parameter 
combinations; and generating one or more URL rewrite rules based on the identified 
parameter combination. 

Some web sites generate pages dynamically based on parameters specified 
in the URLs. Some of these parameters may be redundant and may not affect the 
content returned by the web site. This can result in many different URLs that all refer 
to the same content. Different URLs that refer to the same content can cause the 
spider program to redundantly index the web page. This is undesirable, as it can, for 
example, lead to a decrease in the quality of the operation of the search engine, can 
affect the feasibility of crawling particular sites, and can significantly increase the 
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cost and time involved in crawling. Thus, there is a need in the art to more effectively 
crawl web sites that use different URLs that refer to the same content. 

These limitations in view of the arguments presented by the applicant dated 
03/23/2010 in response to the Non-Final rejection dated 09/23/2009 are not taught 
by the prior art. 

The prior art does not teach the cited limitation.
